W Newell W. Ellison, Washington at- 
torney, was named Chairman of the 
University Board of Trustees at the 
Annual Meeting of the Board. 

Robert V. Fleming, Washington 
banker, who had served as Chairman 
since June 3, 1937, is continuing as an 
active member of the Board. In adopt- 
ing a resolution expressing regret at 
the termination of Mr. Fleming’s serv- 
ice as Chairman and the University’s 
great indebtedness to him, the Board 
manifested its appreciation by naming 
him Chairman Emeritus. 

E. K. Morris, President of the 
Federal Storage Company and Presi- 
dent of the Washington Board of Trade, 
was named Secretary of the Board, and 
Judge Godfrey L. Munter of the Munic- 
ipal Court for the District of Columbia 
was named Assistant Secretary. 

Elected to membership at the An- 
nual Meeting were former Secretary of 
Commerce Lewis L. Strauss, Dr. Daniel 
L. Borden, Washington surgeon, and 
Frank E. Weitzel, Assistant Comptrol- 
ler General of the United States. Dr. 
Borden and Mr. Weitzel were elected 
on nomination of the University’s Gen- 
eral Alumni Association. 

Also at the Annual Meeting, Lloyd 
B. Wilson, former President and Chair- 
man of the Board of the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Companies, be- 
came an Honorary Trustee. Three times 
a graduate of the University, he was 
elected to the Board in 1939 and has 
served as Chairman of its Committee on 
Personnel since that committee was es- 
tablished. The Board adopted a Resolu- 
tion in appreciation of his service. 

Mr. Ellison, senior partner in the 
law firm of Covington & Burling, was

elected to the Board in 1943 and has 
previously served as both its Assistant 
Secretary and its Secretary. He holds 
the degrees of Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Laws from the University 
and was awarded the University’s hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Laws in 1957. 
He is a past President of the George 
Washington Law Association and is 
National Chairman of the George Wash- 
ington Law Center Fund Campaign. 

Mr. Fleming, Chairman of the 
Board and Chief Executive of Riggs 
National Bank, was named to the Uni- 
versity Board of Trustees in 1930. Its 
Chairman for the past 22 years, he has 
served the University longer than any 
previous Chairman in the history of 
the University. He had asked that he 
not be considered for reelection to the 
chairmanship of the Board because he 
must relieve himself of some of his 
responsibilities, particularly chairman- 
ships, in order to conserve strength and 
energy. However, he said that his re- 
quest to be relieved of the Chairman- 
ship “does not dim my interest in the 
continued upbuilding of the Univer- 
sity,” and that he would continue to 
serve as a member of the Board. He 
holds the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws from the University. 
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Fund Campaign 
Nears Climax 


ME More than $28,000 has been re- 
ceived to date in alumni contributions 
to the 1959-60 National Alumni Fund. 
The Century Club so far this year 
totals 99. Last year’s total was 144. 
National Chairman Charles S. 
Rhyne and the other officials of this 
year’s Fund are currently engaged in 
the final phase of the solicitation, which 
ends August 15. Alumni who have not 
yet contributed are urged to do so now. 
University Treasurer Henry W. 
Herzog reports that the “thoughtful gifts 
to the University” in the 1957-58 cam- 
paign in the amount of $42,197 “were 
used effectively by the University.” 
Unrestricted gifts “assisted the Uni- 
versity in achieving its 1957-58 budget 
income goals to provide for the support 
of faculty salary increases, additional 
faculty positions, and educational fa- 
cilities in the several schools and de- 
partments.” Restricted gifts “will be 
expended in accordance with the ex- 
pressed wishes of the donors.” 
Mr. Herzog also pointed out that 
“all administrative costs associated with 
the drive were borne by the University.”

Opens this Fall 


Hi WRGW, the University radio sta- 
tion, 660 (A.M.) on the dial, will be 
ready to go into operation this fall. Uni- 
versity students are building the station 
this summer, and will operate it on 
their own. The station will broadcast 
in an area from D Street to Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue and from 19th Street to 
23rd Street, N. W. Students will do 
their own programming, including an- 
nouncements, music, and cultural pro- 
grams. A number of students with radio 
experience are working on the station.

New Degrees, Courses, 
Established for Fall 


W The University’s curricula will be 
broadened and expanded this Fall. 
Programs of study for three degrees 
never before granted by the University 
have been established. 

The School of Engineering will 
offer a doctoral degree, Doctor of Sci- 
ence, for the first time. In Columbian 
College, two new degrees will be of- 
fered: Bachelor of Science in Medical 
Technology and Master of Fine Arts. 
The Master of Fine Arts degree will be 
available to students of painting and 
sculpture; in addition, the Department 
of Art has established programs leading 
to the Master of Arts degree with major 
fields in art history and museology, 
as well as a non-degree program in 
museum training. 

The Department of Sociology has 
been expanded and becomes the De- 
partment of Sociology and Anthropol- 
ogy. 

Twenty-one new fields of research 
have been authorized by the Graduate 
Council in which investigations and dis- 
sertations may be undertaken by candi- 
dates for the degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy, making a total of 112 such 
fields now available in Literatures and 
Languages, Social Sciences, Mathemat- 
ical and Physical Sciences, Medical Sci- 
ences, and Biological Sciences. 


Some 40 individual courses will be 
offered for the first time this Fall by 
several departments on both graduate 
and undergraduate levels. 

A particular area of expansion is in 
the area of language study. New re- 
search equipment is being provided in 
the phonetic and acoustical study of 
speech. Also, a second eleétronic work- 
shop is being installed to increase aural- 
oral practice in the modern languages, 
allowing laboratory practice for up to 
three years of college work. Eight Fel- 
lowships under the National Defense 
Act have been granted to the Univer- 
sity’s Department of Romance Lan- 
guages, for study toward the Doctor 
of Philosophy degree in French, Span- 
ish, and Romance Philology. .
